the session thus far, and some time must 
elapse before the public business and the 
statutes can be adjusted to a change so rad- 
ical and important. 


The biil(says the Madison Journal) sub- 


stitutes for the present board' of supervi- 
sors, three commissioners in counties con- 
taining three or less assembly districts, and 
in counties with a greater number 01? districts 
one from each district. In order to avoid aa 
even numbered board, where then; an even 
namber of assembly districts in H county, 
one commissioner is to be chosen from the 
county at large. Upon this board are con- 
ferred all the powers now exercised by 
boards of supervisors. The commission- 
ers are to be chosen at the fall election, and 
enter.upon the discharge of their duties on 
the first of January next. 


The Vicksburg Whig states that a private 


letter from Hon. "W. M. Gwinn, United 
States senator from California, dated on the 
1st inst., addressed to a gentleman of Jack- 
son, gives the opinion that from the con- 
struction of Mr. Lincoln's cabinet, there 
will be no war. He says Mr. Seward, if 
permitted, and President Davis, can settle 
the matter in thirty days. Mr. Seward is 
the premier of the new administration, and 
his policy is peace. 


We should really like to know, tha details 


of this or any other peace programme. 
Is 


it by treaty, with the seceding states ? Then 
why not acknowledge their independence 
at onco? Is-it-by surrendering all the forts, 
abandoning the collection of the revenue, 
and yielding to the demands of the seces- 
sionists in every respect? Then what as- 
surance have we that after all these points 
have been conceded, and the secessionists- 
have been strengthened by the large amount 
of munitions in'the forts, by the millions of 
revenue received as duties on imports, and 
with the prestige at home and abroad of 
having triumphed over the government 
from which they'have revolted, that the 
" Southern Confederacy " will not march 
an army on Washington, seize the govern- 
ments buildings and arcbievsa, and wind 
up the programme by an invasion and an- 
nexation of the free states ? 


Is it not about time that this farce is 


brought to a conclusion ? If the "South- 
ern Confederacy " is really an independent, 
sovereign power, then recognize her as such, 
and let there be something of dignity and 
decency in the negotiations with her. Or 
if the intention is to assert the supremacy 
of the old government, let the policy of the 
government be at loast shaped in that di- 
rection by some act which shall give some 
evidence of life and vitality in the govern- 
ment. 


We can see [no sort of evidence of any 


desire or intention on the part of the seced- 
ed states to .return to the Union. 
On the 


contrary,every authoritative declaration and 
every act of the secessionists is decisive of 
a fixed determination to maintain their 
present position; and is it not perfectly ap- 
parent that every concession to-them only 
strengthens them and weakens the remain.

icle it than ourselves and nobody could be 
more happy in believing it.
